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Candidates 
have until 
Tuesday 
to file

Time is running out for candidates 
who want to run for public offices that 
will appear on the May election ballot. 

Next Tuesday, Jan. 28, is the dead- 
line to file for county, judicial and legis- 
lative offices, while candidates seeking 
city positions and school board seats 
have until August to enter those races, 
although a few have already filed their 
papers. 

A total of 179 candidates have filed 
for the May 20 primary in Lawrence, 
Johnson, Martin and Floyd counties. 
The primary ballot will include an array 
of county offices such as judge-execu- 
tive and sheriff along with judicial and 
legislative seats, which include circuit, 
district and appellate court judges, state 
representative and state senator, U.S. 
representative and U.S. Senate. 

As of Tuesday, 36 candidates had 
filed in Lawrence County, 35 in John- 
son County, 42 in Martin County and 43 
in Floyd County. 

In addition, seven filed for circuit 
judge, two for family court judge, five 
for district judge, seven for state repre- 
sentative, one for state senator and two 
for Court of Appeals judge.

PAINTSVILLE - Eleven 
indictments were issued in Johnson 
County last week, including one 
involving child pornography. 

Named in the true bills were: 

• Kevin King, 22, of Nippa, 
charged with four counts of matter 
portraying a sexual performance by 
a minor. 

According to the indictment, 
from a period beginning Nov. 20, 
2012, and ending Jan. 15, 2013, 
King allegedly had knowledge of its 
content or character sent or caused 
to be sent into the state for sale or 
distribution, while in this state he 
exhibited the matter for profit or 
gain, for distribution or offer of dis- 
tribution or having been in posses- 
sion of this matter with intent to 
distribute, exhibit for profit or gain 
or to offer to distribute any matter 
portraying a sexual performance by 
a minor on four separate occasions. 

• Jessica M. Green, 40, of Fal- 
con, charged with three counts of 
first-degree promoting contraband. 

According to the indictment, on 
or before Oct. 20, 2013, Green 
allegedly knowingly and unlawfully 
introduced, obtained or possessed a 
schedule II controlled substance into 
the Big Sandy Regional Detention 
Center, namely Oxycodone; a 
schedule III controlled substance,

Area counties added to 
federal StrikeForce program

Two days after unveiling his plan to widen the 
Mountain Parkway as a way to improve economic 
development in Eastern Kentucky, Gov. Steve Bes- 
hear joined U.S. Agriculture Secretary Tom Vilsack 
and U.S Rep. Hal Rogers to announce two more 
initiatives that affect rural communities. 

During a press conference in Pineville, Vilsack 
announced the addition of 73 Kentucky counties 

— including Lawrence, Johnson, Floyd and Martin 

— to the federal StrikeForce initiative, where the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture (USD A) will part- 



ner with local groups to support local projects and 
pursue needed investments into rural areas. 

The report of December’s Shaping Our Appala- 
chian Region (SOAR) Summit in Pikeville was also 
released during the trio’s news conference, recom- 
mending, among many things, immediate efforts to 
“help address the very catastrophic employment 
crisis in the coal industry.” 

“All of today’s announcements reveal a common 
theme - that thanks to our shared effort, vision, and 
cooperation, we are already seeing meaningful prog- 
ress toward a new future for Appalachia as well as

Governor unveils plan 
for Mountain Parkway 



FRANKFORT - The new state highway 
plan that Gov. Steve Beshear will recom- 
mend to the General Assembly includes his 
proposal for widening the Mountain Park- 
way. 

“Eastern Kentucky faces a multitude of 
challenges, made all the more urgent by the 
rapidly shifting economy,” Beshear said in 
announcing the plan Thursday. “Our people 
demand a thorough strategy that incorpo- 
rates efforts to improve economic develop- 
ment and infrastructure for this region. 



Four-laning the remainder of the Mountain 
Parkway and extending it is a critical step in 
that process.” 

The governor’s plan includes a series of 
projects, totaling $753.6 million, by which 
the Mountain Parkway would be widened 
and thoroughly modernized by 2020. 

Built more than 50 years ago and origi- 
nally a toll road, the parkway runs west to 
east for 75.6 miles, from Interstate 64 near

many of our rural counties,” 
Beshear said Friday. “The 
work of the SOAR initiative 
has not only captured the 
attention of our citizens, but 
has also attracted new part- 
ners outside our borders to 
share our work of revitalizing 
and reimagining this key 
region. The work is far from 
over, but we are off to a tre- 
mendous start.” 

StrikeForce 

The USD A started the 
StrikeForce for Rural Growth 
and Opportunity in 2010 as 
“an effort to leverage partner- 
ships in poverty-stricken rural 
areas to ensure that every 
community has equal access 
to USD A programs,” accord- 
ing to a press release. 

“Since that time, through 
StrikeForce, USD A has part- 
nered with over 400 commu- 
nity organizations, business- 
es, foundations, universities 
and other groups to support 
80,300 projects and ushered 
more than $9.7 billion in 
investments into rural Ameri- 
ca,” the press release said. 

By adding Lawrence, 
Johnson, Floyd, Martin and 
the other Kentucky counties 
to the program, the USD A 
will “aim to increase invest-

“Through StrikeForce, we 
are able to reach people in 
new ways and bring resources 
to them directly,” Vilsack 
said. “We are learning better 
ways to help communities 
leverage their assets and bring 
opportunity to their resi- 
dents.” 

SOAR 

More than 1,700 people 
attended the SOAR summit, 
which was held to gather 
ideas and recommendations 
on how to move the Eastern 
Kentucky region forward. The 
report released Friday “pro- 
vides a compendium of all the 
comments and suggestions 
submitted to the initiative, 
and outlines common themes 
for focused efforts in the com- 
ing weeks, months, and 
years.” 

“The current economic 
crisis in Eastern Kentucky, 
coupled with federal and state 
government budget challeng- 
es, have taken the region’s 
people over a ‘tipping point,’” 
the report, prepared by the 
Rural Policy Research Insti- 
tute, says. “They realize this 
crisis demands a new frame- 
work and they are ready to 



On Tuesday, Jan. 14, two 
identified males were involved 
in an armed robbery at Fast 
Lane located in the Eastern 
community of Floyd County.

act. When 1700 Eastern Ken- 
tucky citizens take a day to 
attend a summit, and over 
one-third take the time to 
offer very thoughtful recom- 
mendations for future region- 
al innovation, something his- 
toric is happening. The poten- 
tial impact of what unfolded 
cannot be overstated, and it 
could well be landscape- 
changing for this region.” 

The report says Eastern 
Kentuckians know that “no 
one sector is driving this 
region’s future” and that the 
region is “far too large, too 
sparsely settled, and lacking 
far too many critical regional 
wealth components to believe 
in a silver bullet.” 

“The citizens know that 
diversification must happen, 
that all sectors are necessary 
- but none sufficient,” the 
report says. “Most recognize 
the coal industry will remain, 
but employ less, over time. 
Most also recognize this 
region will become increas- 
ingly multi-sectoral, if it is to 
thrive.” 

If the SOAR initiative is 
not successful, “it will be 
years, if not decades, before 
anything with this promise 
and potential scale will again 
be engaged by the region,” the 
report says. 

SOAR summit recommen-

dations “fall into three distinct 
time horizons: immediate, tri- 
age-like requests; mid-term, 
organizational, structural and 
framework building requests; 
and longer-term efforts to cre- 
ate regional thinking, brand- 
ing, marketing, planning, 
investing, and acting,” 
according to the report. 

“First focus on the imme- 
diate,” the report says. “This 
includes efforts to help 
address the very catastrophic 
employment crisis in the coal 
industry; but it also should 
include taking low hanging 
fruit, with little cost - i.e., 
asset mapping, websites, 
‘one-stops’, clearinghouses, 
‘ connect- the-dots’ linkages, 
data linkages, partnership 
meetings, service provision 
collaborations, inventory 
sharing, and a myriad of other 
collaborative possibilities. All 
these begin to weave the 
regional quilt, and demon- 
strate the very real value in 
collaborative thinking and 
acting.” 

Also immediately needed 
is “coordinating” leadership, 
which “could be shared, per- 
haps across a Coordinating 
Committee, or some other 
interim governance body, 
until sustaining resources are 
secured and a regional gover- 
nance structure agreed upon,” 
the report says. 

“Almost immediately, this 
Final Report will reignite 



offers of assistance from the 
many organizations, institu- 
tions, businesses and citizens 
who have committed to this 
effort and already see it as 
their own,” the report says. 
“For this region, this is quite 
miraculous, and should not 
only be accepted, it should be 
praised. Many breakout group 
participants have already 
expressed interest in serving 



on working groups. So would 
many other citizens. Seek 
help to start those processes 
as soon as appropriate.” 

The process “must eventu- 
ally result in a permanent 
structure and funding base, 
and as soon as appropriately 
possible,” the report says.

Winchester to Salyersville. 

The westernmost 45.8 
miles of the Mountain Park- 
way, from Winchester to 
Campton, has long been four 
lanes. But the remainder, a 
29.8-mile section that runs 
through Wolfe, Morgan and 
Magoffin counties, is two 
lanes, with an occasional 
passing lane. Beshear’s plan 
would make that section - 
from Campton to Salyersville 
- a four-lane highway. 

The plan would then 
extend the parkway from 
Salyersville to Prestonsburg 
by four-laning 16.2 miles of 
two connecting routes - U.S. 
460 and Ky. 114. At Prestons- 
burg, the new parkway would 
connect with four-lane U.S. 
23 - creating a modern, four- 
lane corridor all the way from 
1-64 near Winchester to Pikev- 
ille. 

“As its name implies, the 
Mountain Parkway has been 
the principal connector 
between our eastern moun- 
tains and Bluegrass region for 
generations,” Beshear said. 
“It’s time Eastern Kentucky 
was provided the same, basic, 
four-lane access afforded to 
other regions of the Common- 
wealth. Not only does that 



provide access for Eastern 
Kentuckians to reach other 
parts of our state, but it creates 
an easier path for tourists and 
investors to stream into this 
vibrant region.” 

To finance the Mountain 
Parkway projects, the recom- 
mended highway plan propos- 
es to use $595.6 million of 
conventional state and federal 
highway funds over the next 
six years and $158 million 
from the sale of toll revenue 
bonds. Although a tolling plan 
has not yet been devised, it is 
expected that tolls would be 
collected on the entire park- 
way, from Winchester to Pres- 
tonsburg. 

The authorization to issue 
the bonds and collect the tolls 
will not be sought this legisla- 
tive session. Although part of 
the overall project, they would 
not be needed until toward the 
end of the entire project, Bes- 
hear said. 

“Setting a concrete sched- 
ule to four-lane the Mountain 
Parkway would be the most 
far-reaching thing the General 
Assembly and Governor Bes- 
hear could do for Eastern 
Kentucky this legislative ses- 
sion,” House Speaker Greg 
Stumbo of Prestonsburg said. 
“It’s time has come, and I 
want to thank Governor Bes-

Eleven inducted into 
UPike Hall of Fame 



PIKEVILLE - When the 
Pikeville Collegiate Institute 
established a training school 
for teachers in 1901 , the insti- 
tution’s founders had no way 
of knowing the fruits of their 
labor. 

Since that time, hundreds 
of University of Pikeville 
graduates have made the 
classroom their life’s work. 

The Distinguished Educa- 
tors Hall of Fame was estab- 
lished in 2010 to honor those 
whose contributions to educa- 
tion and to learning have 
inspired generations of stu- 
dents. A family and nine indi- 
viduals, some of whom were 
awarded posthumously, were 
inducted during a recent cere- 
mony. 

This year’s inductees 
include Cleo Bailey, Rev. 
David Blythe, Tivis Branham, 
Helen Baars Colley, Anna C. 
Craft, Charles R. Francis, 
Frank and Mattie Justice Fam- 
ily, Betty Porter, Johnny Ray 
Turner and Geraldine S . 
Welch. 

Bailey graduated from 
Hellier High School in 1937 
before enrolling at Pikeville 
College, where she earned her 
two-year teaching certificate 
and her bachelor’s degree in 
elementary education. Offi- 
cials say Bailey was the 
embodiment of Hellier High 
School, from the opening of 
the new building in 1937 until 
its closing in 1967. 

During the summers of 
1887 and 1888, Blythe served 
as a supply pastor in Eastern 
Kentucky and grew to love 
the region and the people of 
the area. He came to know 
their needs, particularly their 
need for education. When he 
graduated seminary in 1889, 
the young Blythe was imme- 
diately invited to become the 
pastor of the First Presbyteri- 
an Church of Pikeville and 
principal of the Pikeville Col- 
legiate Institute. Blythe is rec- 
ognized as the university’s 
first president. 

Branham devoted 46 years 
of his life to students and to 
education before retiring in 
1997. He began his college 



education at Pikeville Junior 
College in 1945, but it was 
interrupted by military ser- 
vice. Once back from serving 
his country, he returned to 
college on the G.I. Bill and 
completed his bachelor’s 
degree in education in 1953. 
He began teaching in the Pike 
County School System in a 
one-room school located at 
Poor Bottom. He taught 
grades K-8 with an enroll- 
ment of 44 students. He later 
taught seventh grade at Look- 
out Elementary. During his 
tenure in the school system’s 
central office, he served as 
director of pupil personnel, 
supervisor of instruction, 
administrative assistant and 
assistant superintendent. 

From a very early age, it 
was apparent to those who 
knew Colley that she was 
extremely bright, exception- 
ally passionate and extraordi- 
narily gifted. Colley demon- 
strated both her love of learn- 
ing and the depth of her deter- 
mination by graduating from 
Wheelwright High School at 
the age of 14. She began her 
career in education at Elkhom 
City High School. She then 
taught briefly at Pikeville 
High School before returning 
to Wheelwright High School, 
where she had the honor of 
serving as band director at her 
alma mater. In 1968, Colley 
accepted the position of band 
and choral teacher at Virgie 
High School, where she 
remained until her retirement 
in 1989. 

Craft has led a distin- 
guished career in education, 
both as a teacher and as an 
administrator. Craft retired 
from Letcher County Schools 
in June 2013, where she 
served as superintendent for 
12 years. She is a former pre- 
school, Title I, and special 
education director for Letcher 
County Schools and guidance 
counselor for Letcher County 
Technical School. Craft devel- 
oped music and drama pro- 
grams that were recognized 
by the National School Board 
Association and the Kennedy 
Center Alliance for Arts Edu- 



cation Network in 2007. She 
began piano classes for all 
third- and fourth-grade stu- 
dents because of the correla- 
tion to student achievement in 
mathematics and science, 
which was recognized by the 
Kentucky School Board’s 
PEAK award in 2011. She 
established school-based 
health clinics in all Letcher 
County Schools in 2012 in 
partnership with Mountain 
Comprehensive Health Cor- 
poration, which has become a 
model for schools in Ken- 
tucky. 

A well-known and highly 
respected educator, Francis 
spent the majority of his 
career sharing his teaching 
philosophy with the students 
and staff of Pikeville College. 
He received a basketball 
scholarship at Pikeville Col- 
lege where he obtained his 
bachelor’s degree in second- 
ary education in 1959. After 
graduation, he began his 
teaching career at Belfry High 
School. Fulfilling his desire to 
return to his alma mater, he 
joined the faculty in 1966 and 
spent the following 27 years 
serving as a professor, direc- 
tor of student teaching, vice 
president of student affairs 
and director of the Appala- 
chian Graduate Consortium. 
He was inducted into the 
Pikeville College Athletic 
Hall of Fame in 1995 for his 
contribution as a member of 
the Bears’ basketball team. 

Frank and Mattie Justice 
have long recognized the 
importance of quality educa- 
tional opportunities for chil- 
dren. The desire to “give 
something back” began early 
with the couple, who spent 
many hours volunteering in 
school activities as their chil- 
dren were growing up. During 
the last several years, they 
strengthened their resolve to 
help others through the Frank 
and Mattie Justice Charitable 
Foundation. 

Whether in the classroom, 
at church, in the community 
or her alma mater, Porter’s 
service to others is endless, 
officials say. A Floyd County 



native, Porter graduated from 
Betsy Layne High School, 
received her bachelor’s degree 
from Pikeville College, where 
she was honored as salutato- 
rian, and her master’s degree 
as a reading specialist from 
Eastern Kentucky University. 
She served as an educator in 
the Floyd County School Sys- 
tem for 36 years. She taught 
kindergarten at Mullins Ele- 
mentary and music and read- 
ing at John M. Stumbo Ele- 
mentary and Harold Elemen- 
tary before spending 25 years 
teaching reading at Prestons- 
burg Elementary. 

Turner, a state senator, 
says education has always 
been his top priority as a 
teacher, coach and administra- 
tor and throughout his legisla- 
tive career. An educator for 28 
years, Turner taught at Saly- 
ersville High School, McDow- 
ell Elementary School, 
McDowell High School and 
Johnson Central High School. 
He served as dean of students 
at Johnson Central High. 
Turner is a long-time basket- 
ball coach to both boys and 
girls and was named the 15th 
Region Coach of the Year in 
2000. Turner began his ser- 
vice in the Kentucky State 
Senate in 2001, representing 
the 29th District. 

Even as a small child, 
Welch always wanted to be a 
teacher. Fulfilling her dream, 
she taught in the Pike County 
School System for 40 years, 
39 years at Bevins Elementary 
School at Sidney following 
her first year at Sharondale 
Elementary School on Pond 
Creek. 

Welch graduated as an 
honorarian from Belfry High 
School in 1955. She attended 
Pikeville Junior College for 
two years and graduated in 
1957. She began teaching 
with two years of college 
while continuing her studies, 
attending summer school and 
Saturday classes. In 1960, she 
received her bachelor’s degree 
from Pikeville College and 
later pursued a master’s 
degree and Rank I from More- 
head State University.
